‘Mr. Hill today, as he stood by jis desk in 
the general offices of the Great Northern 
railroad company, “‘ When I must naturally 
wish to lift from my shoulders some of the 
load I have been carrying, and to turn over 
to younger men for execution some of the 
plans whieh I have outlined. I should not 
wish to do so unless I cotld leave things in 
good condition. And I feel they are in splen- 
did condition just now.” . ‘ 

He picked up from his’ desk a little red 
bound book. It was the tabulated state- 
ment of expenses and earnings of the Great 
Northern railroad system for the last four 
years. The book contained a list of every 
station on the Great Northern line, and after” 
each name was written the amount of freight 
and passenger earnings which that station 
had turned into the coffers of the Great 
Northern for each of the last four years. 
This book is the railroad man’s book of re- | 
sults. It is his business bible. It is the 
thermometer which shows the rising and 
falling of the tide of prosperity. 


; How West Has Grown. f, 

Mr. Hill ran a stubby forefinger down the 
closely writtem pages of this book. It 
stopped at Anita, N. D. : 

‘“*In 1899 Anita contributed $79,000. In 
19038 it had jumped to $142,000." 

The finger moved on to Minot, N, D. 

“In 1899, $124,000; in/1903, $391,000.” 

Mr. Hill stopped and'smiled. It is a trick 
he has to drive home and emphasize the 
points he is making.

He ran rapidly through the book, thumb- 
ing the pages and stepping now and then 
as thé name of some particular station 
caught his eye.

The police are declared to have “ made 
good ”’ in their efforts to secure the indict- 
ment of some of the so-called “‘ big gam- 
blers’’ who are backing the poolrooms of 
Chicago.

The bills 
were drawn in the state’s attorney's office 
yesterday, the work being surrounded by as 
much secrecy as was observed by the detec- 
tives in going before the jury.

T. P. Quinn, Orator and Theorist, Says 
There Is ‘‘ Nothing in It.” 


T. P. Quinn wants to go to work. Afteran 
experience covering several years as busi- 
ness agent of the Solicitors and Canvassers’ 
union, as federation of:labor‘orator, and as 
writer of fervid resolutions fof public meet- 
ings, he announced yesterday that he was 
The other 
sort of occupation, he said, had proved a de- 
lusion and a snare, and he was anxious to 
obtain something that could be counted on 
to provide for old age. 

But Quinn admitted he did not know, what 
to ‘go at.” He also confessed that he felt 
his training in his business agent career had 
unfitted him for directing his own affairs. 
Wherefore he made this proposition: 


Seeks Ten Years of Bondage. 

“I will agree to work for ten years for 
any man,” he said “ at any task he may put 
me at on these terms: No money Is to be 
paid me during the term; but I am to be pro- 
vided with my board and clothing; at the 
end of the ten years I am to receive forty 
acres of land in payment for my services. 

** As I want my compensation to be in land, 
I would prefer that my work be on a farm, 
I will agree to do my best, although I will not 
work more than eight hours a day. That is 
the proper limit set by the unions and it is 
enough even for the farm. 

“To*the man who will consider my propo- 
sition I will agree that during the life of the 
contract I will not swear or use tobacco or 
liquor in any form. I have no bad habits to 
take up ‘spending money,’ and so I can get 
along without it. I donot require change to 
put in the collection box, for I will pledge my- 
self not to attend church once.’’ . 


‘Wants Placid, Pastoral Place. 


Quinn said that he would like some gentle, 
plodding task, like herding sheep or gardén- 
ing, so that his meditations on sociological 
problems should go on uninterrupted. The 
stir of cattle raising on a large scale would 
ruffle his sensibilities, he believed, and the 
labor connected with grain and hay raising 
would be too arduous. 5 

‘* There is no hope for a man who does not 
own land,” he said. “If he works on a 
salary he cannot get ahead enough to be 
independent. I know I have always preached 
against the existing social system and called 
the wage earners slaves. Still, I do not 
think it inconsistent for me to offer to enter 
into bondage for a period. I would be guar- 
anteed some definite return at the end of the 
period, and that is more than I could hope for 
under my own management of my income.” 

Quinn was author of the reply of the feder- 
ation to the invitation of the crime commit- 
tee, which solicited the codperation of the 
labor organization. The responsibility for 
social injustice and crime was there laid upon 
the property owners of the community. The 
business agent was active in the massmeet- 
ings in the interest of John Turner, the Eng- 
lish anarchist who was detained on Ellis 
island, New York.

-Japs Superior in Speed.

speed to keep ahead, gradually drawing their 
pursuers far ®ut.

* Before all these ships could make their 
way through the narrow channel the Russian 
rear was overhauled by the swifter enemy. 
Makaroff’s fidgship put back in a gallant 
effort to shield his laggards, and it was then 
that the Petropaviovsk came within torpedo 
range. ' 

“Then in one appalling moment came one 
of the most terrific scenes in ghe records of 
war. The flagship was seen from shore to 
blaze out like a brazier. One vast sheet of 
Mame shot upwards before the echoes of 
the crash and thunder of its doom rolled 
ashore. In the same instant the whole mas- 
sive hulk turned over bodily and was gone, 
with all the fraughting souls within it. 

“The Pobieda may have been struck just 
before or soon afterwards and the isolated 
destroyer remained to be cracked like an egg 
and sent to the bottom.”

Makaroff and His Staff at Break-

Was Destroyed. 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 14.—What is 
practically the Russian version of the sink- 
ing of the battleship Petropavlovsk at Port 
Arthur was given out tonight and it clears 
up to a great extent the mysterious features 
of that vessel's destruction. This version 
is as follows: 

Retiring before the advance of a superior 
Japanese fleet, which was not fighting ite 
progress, the Russian squadron approached 
the entrance to the harbor. It was shortly 
after 8 o'clock in the morning, and most of 
‘the officers and members of the crew were 
at breakfast on the flagship. 


* Makaroff at Breakfast. 

Vice Admiral Makaroff was eating break- 
fast im his cabin and the wardroom was 
crowded with officers surrounding the tables. 
On the bridge Grand Duke Cyril, his friend, 
Lieut. von Kobe, Capt. Jakovleff, command- 
ing the vessel, and two other officers were 
on watch examining the narrow entrance 
preparatory to entering it. | 

At about 8:30 o’clock there was a terrific 
‘onds later by a detonation from the well 
stored magazines. 

Huge gaps were torn in the hull of the 
ship and the water rushed in. The center 
of gravity having gone, the ship rolled on its 
side and sank. 

All information tends to prove that a mine 
was responsible for the destruction of the 
Petropaviovsk. 

No One Below Deck Alive. 

The scene below will never be described, as, 
so far as. known, not a single person between 
decks succeeded in escaping. The hot steam 
which scalded the men on deck indicated 
what must have been the character of the 
death met by those in the engine room. The 
men on deck were thrown in all dire@tions, 
those falling into the water swimming and 


‘grasping the wreckage, to which some of 


them were able to cling. 
The remainder of the squadron immediate- 
ly stopped and lowered small boats, and the 
torpedo boats steamed as quickly as possible 
to the rescue of the survivors. | 
The exact fumber of Vice Admiral Mak- 
aroff’s staff on board the Petropaviovsk when 
it sank is unknown, but it is thought by the 
admiralty to be probably fifteen or sixteen. 
The exact number of the crew lost is also 
unknown. The Petropaviovek had a com- 
plement of about 650, of which fifty-two were 
saved at last accounts. 


Deny Credit to Japs. 

Admiral Urius’ statement that Admiral 
Togo’s fleet was responsible for the sinking 
of the battleship Petropaviovsk at Port Ar- 
thur is officially denied here. A member of 
the general's staff says that the advices re- 
ceived do not show that a naval engagement 
took place, unless the coynering and sinking 
of. the torpedo boat destroyer Bezstrashni 
can be so denominated. 

The destroyer and four consorts were out- 
side scouting during the night. The Bez- 
strashni lagged behind and became lost in 
the mist. When day broke it tried to creep 
in along the coast, but was discovered, cut 
off, overpowered, and sunk, only five of the 
crew escnping. The fate of the other mem- 
bers of the crew is unknown, although it is 
believed that some of them may have been 
captured.

VASILI VERESTCHAGIN. 


Verestchagin, the Russian painter of war 
scenes, who went down with the Petro- 
paviovsk at Port Arthur, was in the far east 
to paint battles and was the guest of Ad- 
miral Makaroff. He was one of the world’s 
greatest painters. He painted war scenes 
with the idea of showing up the horrors of 
warfare, and succeeded. He was awarded 
the Nobel peace prize for the work which the 
Swedish academy recognized his realistic 
pictures were doing in the cause of.peace. 

Verestchagin was born in 1842 at Tehere- 
porets, in Novgorod, Russia. The son ofa 
Russian landed proprietor, he was sent toa 
naval academy when 8 years old and grad- 
uated at the age of 17 years. Instead of 


entering the military service he went to Paris | 


and studied art under Géréme. In 1867 he 
‘went through the Turkoman campaign with 
Kauffmann, participating in all the engage- 
ments, that he might know what war really 
was before he attempted to depict it on can- 
vas. Since then he had been following the 
armies of many nations. 

He took part in the campaign of the Cau- 
casus and the Russo-Turkish war, and was 
in the hottest of the fighting at Plevna. He 
painted a cycle of twenty paintings of the 
Russo-Turkish war, a similar cycle on India, 
and another on the Spanish-American war. 
In the Philippines he ca'nped with Gens. 
MacArthur and Lawton, and the best known 
of his Philippine pictures is ‘‘ Lawton’s Last

Fight.” Another picture famous in America 
is ‘‘ The Charge of Roosevelt's Rough Riders 
at San Juan.” The realisth of his pictures 
was illustrated at Buffalo, where the horror 
le soldier 
caused a mother with a son in the Philip- 
pines to swoon. : 

Verestchagin visited the United States 
several times, first in 1888, and in December, 
1901, an exhibition of his pictures was held 
in Chicago. While here that winter he oc- 
cupied the pulpit of All Gouls’ Independent 
church, and preached a sermon on war, 
whose effect on society he compared to the 
effect of an ever opening and ever recurring 
wound upon the body:of a human being. 

Verestchagin also painted wars and his- 
torical scenes which took place before his 
birth and centuries back, and these pictures 
alone would have made him famous, nota- 
bly. his series representing Napoleon's re- 
treat from Moscow.

The accuracy of their tor 
fire is extremely high, and Lieut. Chan 
has declared it his opinion that a torpedo 
within certain ranges is more effective than 


a gun. 
The most feared part ofthe voyage was 
the trip from San Juan to the Canaries. 
This was the longest single division. From 
Key West to San Juan, the flotilla made 
an unusually fast run to test its coal éen- 
durance, which was found highly .satig- 
factory. Lieut. Chandler then determined 
to cruise without a stop from San Juan to 
the Canaries, which was done most satis-- 
factorily. 
Usually the regular cruising speed was 
steadily maintained.

The Tibetans have not been persuaded 
et. They made an unsuccessful attempt 
@arly in the week to stop the advance of 
their British visitors, who say they come 
om @ peaceful errand, but are quick to use 
their rifles. In the last engagement 200 
Tibetans were killed and a few English 
were wounded, but none killed. That reads 
more like a slaughter than a fight. If the 
British had encountered Afghans, trained in 
fighting, there would haye been no such dis- 
parity of losses, but the Tibetans are an un- 
warlike lot, and it may be that the services 
of the Indian army will not be required. 
The latest dispatches report that Tibetan 
delegates are on their way to Gyangtse. 
where the British forces now are. It may 
be that they are coming to sue for peace. 
Whether that is their object, or they intend 
to repeat the reasons why they are unwil]- 
ing to receive the political agent, the result 
will be the same. The Tibetan question 
is settled. England is determined to be the 
dominant power in Tibet, and there is no- 
‘body at this time to say her nay. Even if

| LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY.

MPEROR NCIS JOSEPH lost an 
old and fai 1 servant the other day 
through the death at an advanced age 
of Baron Braun, who for more than 
forty years filled the post of chief of 

the private chancellery to the’ Austrian 
monarch.’ The privy chancellery of Francis 
Joseph is an institution which does not exist 
anywhere else in the same form, and the 
functions of the chief of that chancellery 
are a species of combination of those pet- 
formed by King Edward's private secretary. 
Lord Knollys; of his keeper of the privy 
purse, Gen. Sir Dighton Probyn;.of the chief 
of the czar’s so-called private cabinet, and 
of the chief of the private cabinet of the 
German kaiser, who, as everyhody knows, 
is baron von Lucanus. aealen 

Like the latter, old baron von Braun was 
frequently employed by his imperial master 
to inform cabinet ministers and great digni- 
taries, such as, for instance, Count Buest, 
the chancellor of the dual empire, that the 
days of their official careers were numbered 
and that their resignation was required. It 
was his duty to read and comment on every 
legislative measure submitted to his majesty 
before its presentation to parliament bythe 
government, to draft imperial replies to pub- 
lic adresses, and when speeches from the 
throne were drafted by the ministers of the 
day to edit them and modify them inaccord- 


He had to advise his monarch on personal 
as well as on official matters, and is known 
on several occasions to have been responsible 
for the organization of administrations, as 
well as for the dismissal of others, In fact, 
his influence with the emperor was great, all 
the more so because it was unobtrusively 
exercised, few people outside court circles 


land of the highest administrative spheres 
being aware of the role which he played. | 


Indeed, I doubt whether there are many peo- 

ple outside of Austria who ever heard of his 

existence. 

About eight years ago Baron Braun re- 
signed, and on his recommendation the em- 
peror appointed the Chevalier Francis von 
Schiessl de Perstorff in his place. Herr von 
Perstorff is a diplomat of about 50 years of 
age, who at the time of. his appointment was 
fulfilling the @uties of Austro-Hungarian 
minister at Belgrade, a position of coneid- 
erable difficulty and calling for the exercise 
of an immense amount of tact and discretion. 
He had previously made his mark as secre- 
tary of the embassy at Constantinople and 
later on at Teheran, while at Vienna he had 
been careful to avoid being mixed up in any 
of the internal crises of recent years. He is 
not of noble birth, but owes his title of chev- 
alter and the prefix of “‘ von ”’ to his posses- 
sion of the third class of the Order of the 
Irom Crown, which at the time when it was 
conferred upon him still carried with it ele- 
vation to the hereditary nobility. 

The rank of ‘‘ chevalier,’’ or ‘‘ ritter,”’ or 
of ‘‘elder’’ may be said to constitute the 
lowest degree in the order of nobility in Ger- 
many and Austria. Its possessors are en- 
titled to use a coronet with five pear! tipped 
‘prongs, whereas barons have a coronet with 
seven of these prongs, and the coronets of 


counts and countesses have nine prongs. It 


must thoroughly be understood that the title 
of baron ’’ in- Germany and Austria fs su- 
perior to that of “ elder’’ or “ ritter,’’ al- 
though abroad confusion is frequently made 
of the two grades of: nobility, foreigners 
manifesting a tendency to. concede the dig- 
nity of a “baron” to every one who is en- 
titled to the mere nobiliary prefix of “‘ von.”

as of a knowledge of human nature. It 
may safely be taken for granted that had 
-the author occupied a less distinguished po- 
sition in the French great world means 
would have been taken by the friends and 
relatives of the duke de Morny to prevent 
the. production of the piece.

covite relationship. He is married to a 
so many years president and dictator of 
Venezuela, and owes his present affluence 
to the proceeds of years of robbery In South 
America on the part of that old pirate.

The duke has never done anything to dis- 
tinguish himself beyond this unfortunate 
Feyghine scandal, and his appearance-in 
amateur theatricals at an ultra-smart Pa- 
risian club on the Champs Elysé€es as a bal- 
lerina In tights, gauze skirts, a décolleté 
dress, a, painted face, and his mustache, the 
retention of the latter being the crowning 
indignity of this most objectionable perform- 
ance, and a piece of bad taste which would 
have caused his father, a remarkable com- 
pound of the grand seigneur and unscrupu- 
lous adventurer but who had faultless man- 
ners and extreme tact and breeding, to iurn 
in horror in his grave. 

The late duke de Morny was a half brother 
of Napoleon III. Indeed, the Almanach de 
Gotha bluntly states that the late duke was 
the natural son of Queen Hortense and of 
her chamberlain, the comte de Flahaut. 
likewise gives the date of his birth as Octo- 
ber, 1811, a time when Queen Hortense was, 
although living apart, yet legally married 
to King Louis Bonaparteof Holland. |

It was snowing at Winnipeg at 7 o’ clock 
yesterday morning, and there had: been half

A few days of 
bright, warm weather, when they come, will 
of course change the appearance of things, 
as some conservative traders were careful 
to point out. But with such conditions con- 
tinuing, and some woeful complaints of the 
miserable condition of winter wheat and 
the certainty of a reduced area of spring 
wheat coming in, it seemed easy to believe 
that the wheat crop of 1904 was bound to be 
an exceedingly poor one: Spencer wired 
from St. Louis that it was too early ‘to get 
mat about the winter wheat crop. as ap- 
arances are often deceptive at this time

days of mild spring weather a vast improve- 
ment would be noted in the plant in Indiana 
and Ohio, in those sections where it is look- 
ing in bad shape now.

GXCHANGE OUTLOOK FIRM 


BANK RATE REDUCTION DOES NOT 
AFFECT STERLING MARKET. 


New York Banks Purchase British Bills 

More Profitably than Lending at Call 

Rates—S. B. Chapin Believes That 

e Present Scarcity of Stocks Is Due 

Purchases Made by Railroad 

Companies — Union Bag and Paper 


Although the Bank of England yesterday 
reduced its minimum rate of discount from 
4 to 3% per cent, sterling exchange in New 
York continued firm. The course of the 
sterling market seems to indicate that New 
York bankers find it more profitable to buy 
sterling loans than to lend their call funds 
in Wall street'at 1% to 1% per cent. 

While the minimum bank rate is now 34 
peF cent, the open bank rate is from 29-16 
to 254 per cent. In the circumstances the 
change in the bank rate to 3% does not mean 
materially slower money market in London. 
Had the rate been made 8 per cent it would 
still have been from 7-16 to % above the open 
rate. Forthis reason the reduction does not 
have the significance that frequently ‘at- 
taches to it. 

If a New York banker is able to buy ster- 
ling, paying 2% per cent, he is still % per 
cent above the New York call market. With 
sterling almost instantly convertible into 
cash, and considering the attraction it offers 
in the present money situation in Wall street, 
‘the outlook continues to be for firmness in 
sterling rates. ; 

The Bank of England's minimum rate was 
on May 21, 1908, reduced from 4 to 8% per 
cent. On June 18, 1903, it was reduced to 8 
per cent. On Sept. 3, 1903, it was advanced to 
4 per cent, and continued at that figure until 
yesterday. 


ve Railroads Bought the Stocks? 

S. B. Chapin of 8. B. Chapin & Co. returned 
from New York yesterday. He advances the 
idea that the railroads have been the buyers 
of stocks and have been borrowing money to 
pay for them, He said of the general situa- 

on: 

“The consensus of opinion is that good 
dividend stocks are worth the price at which 
they are now selling. Among the traders 
you will find that they ara about equally 
divided between the bull andthe bear side 
of the market. One side waits for a small 
reaction on which to buy stocks, while the 
other side stands ready to sell the market on 
any sharp advance. 

“ What puzzles a good many people is the 


question, Why is it necessary for the rail- 


roads to borrow so much money? My theory 
is that, while part of the proceeds of these 
short time loans may be used for improve- 
ments, the major portion is being ‘used to 
buy stocks in connecting or competing roads. 
New bonds are practically unmsalable, hence 
the necessity for the railroads to make these 
loans. There are plenty of new bonds which 
are now unsalable and will have to remain 
in cold storage for some time, unless they 
can be sold in Europe. Our market will need 
a year or more to absorb the bulk of thes 
various issfes. ‘ 

“The control of railroads is getting into 
fewer hands each year through the owner- 
ship of stocks by ‘the greater road In the 
smaller one. This is proved by the fact that 
the brokers are carrying fewer stocks than 
formerly, they having passed into the strong 
box of railroad corporations.” 


Union Bag’s Investments. 
In his annual statement to the stockhold- 
ers of the Union Bag and Paper company, 
President L. G. Fisher said, among other 
things: 3 
* Commencing in November, sales for the 


whole of the last quarter of the 
year fell off 40 per cent’ from 
normal. This was not the result of 


competition, but was due to the general ces- 
sation of buying in all lines of industry dur- 
ing that period. It affected our profits ma- 
terlally. It is ercouraging, however, to 
note that the business of the first two months

‘During the year ending Feb. 1, 1901, the 


company purchased raw material to the. 


amount of $1,193,000; for the year ending 
Feb. 1, 1904, $230,000. The estimate for this 
year is $175,000, mainly for soda pulp, of 
which we do not use enough to pay to manu- 
facture. The company sold the last year, 
and has contracted for this, about 4,000 tons 
of wood pulp and 6,000 tons of sulphite. The 
total surn of money spent by the company 
since its formation in construction of all 
kinds and in the purchase of woodlands and 
real estate amounts to $2,200,000. 

“The profits saved and made last year by 
its wood pulp and sulphite mills alone paid 
10 per cent on this total investment. Thein- 
debtedness of the company has been de- 
creased since last July (high water mark) 
$200,000, and the prospects are favorable to 
its elimination within a reasonable time. 
The management feels that the company has 
a good property now, well rounded out and 
with continued earning capacity under any 
circumstances, and it is well to remember 
that it has other sources of income besides its 
bag business.”’

The plan has been evolved as a result of 
the cry against accommodating the “ over- 
flow ”" tn poorly ventilated, badly heated, 
and insanitary rented quarters. : 


School Buildings Too Slow. 

Erection of new buildings has reduced the 
number of poorly accommodated pupils from | 
40,000 to nearly 5,000 within the last five 
years, Another 6,000 are attending only 
half day sessions. 

Board officials say it will be. impossible to 
reduce the number greatly by building new 
schools. They declare Chicago always has 

a large “ floating ” population that gos from 
sone part of the city to the other, with an 
influx of immigrants annually. They have 
found that permanent schools cannot be built 
between “‘ migrations,” and suggest that the 
movable schools follow this population in 
the wake of the moving vans. 


Used in ton with Success. 

“The movable schools are used in Boston 
with great success,” said Supt. Cooley. 
“They are built so as readily to be taken 
to pieces in sections and moved from one part 
of the city to the other. They are con- 
structed along the most approved lines, and 
fitted with all conveniences necessary to in- 
sure perfect sanitation. | 

“The extension of an electric car line for 
a mile or two, or an improvement in the sub- 
urban service of a steam railroad, may build 


up a district in a few months, It will not do 


to postpone attending to the needs of a sec- 


_ tion of the city until the permanence of the 


population is assured. It must be not only 
possible but convenient for every child in 
Chicago to attend school.”
